A PLEA POR THE STRONGEST CANDIDATE. 
It is the duty of every Republican voter to 
look the pending struggle over the Presi- 
dential nomfnation squarely in the face. It 
will not avail when the time for election 
comes if personal enthusiasm, hero-worship, 
or machine influences shall have committed 
the party to an issue which the American 
people will not approve, or to a candidate 
who cannot carry the essential and doubtful 
Btates, . 

Every man, except he be a hired repeater, 
who votes at the Chicago and Cook County 
primaries to-day, and every Republican 
voter in all counties throughout the State 
that have not yet appointed delegates to the 
Springfield Convention, owes it to his party 
and to himself to take a calm, impartial, and 
intelligent view of the situation with an eye 
to Republican success next fall, not merely 
in this State but throughout the country. 

It ought certainly to be the ruling desire 
of every Republican voter to secure the nom- 
ination of the strongest candidate on the 
strongest platform. It is palpable, never- 
theless, that a numberof self-appointed man- 
agers and wire-pullers have enlisted in the 
cause of a third-term candidate or a third- 
term issud with a determination to impose 
their influence upon the Convention by 
scheming and bullying, and in utter disre- 
gard of the consequences. 

No man in his sober senses can honestly 
contend that Gen. Grant, running on a third- 


that ean be selected and the one most likely 
to unite the whole Republican party. To 
maintain such a proposition would be to ig- 
nore the abundant signs of opposition in 
every Republican State in the Union against 
the issue with which Gen. Grant’s name is 
conspicuously and inseparably associated. 

The opposition to 9 third term may be 
called a mere sentiment, and the apprehen- 
sion that issue excites may be sneered at as 
superstition, but that sentiment and that su- 
perstition are universal and all-pervading. 
The dread of a third term is historical in 
this country. The Constitutional Conven- 
tion determined to the very last to limit the 
tenure of the Chief Magiatracy by the written 
organic law. The State of New York ratified 
the Constitution on the 26th of July, 1788, 
only upon the condition that uo eitizen 
should be eligible for a third term, This 
principle was accepted by the first President 
of the Republic, the Father of his Country, 
who refused to entertain the proposition to 
elect him for a third term. Jefferson fol 
lowed and emphasized Washington's position, 
and the prohibition of q third term passed 
into the unwritten constitution of the Re 
public,—into that kind of law which 
to this day governs the constitutional 
Government of Great Britain. So strong 
a hold has this antagonism to a third term 
taken upon the American people that, if the 
issue were separated from all persona! bearing 
and submitted on its own merits to a popular 
vote, it may be safely maintained that 999,000 
out of every million votes would be recorded 
against it. 

Who shall say that, with the 138 Electoral 
votes of the Solid South absolutely pledged 
against the Republican nominee whoever he 
may be, it will be safe or pradent te nomi- 
nate any man weighted down by such an 
issue as third-termism ? 

The strong attachment of the American 
people to Gen. Grant is and has been fully 
conceded. It has been abundantk demon- 
strated by the popular welcome he has re- 
ceived everywhere that he is now regarded 
as the first citizen of the Republic, All 
Americans—Dem and Republicans, Un- 
ion men and former ls—feel a National 
pride in him as he stands to-day befo 
world, This will continue to be Grant’s po- 
sition unless he shall become actively identi- 
fied with a scheme against the unwritten law 
of the Nation prohibiting a third term, and 
unless, by a return to political struggle for 
office, he shall challenge the revival of criti- 
cism upon the mistakes, abuses, and scandals 
of his second term. It is probable that if 
Grant were now a candidate for a second 
term he would have the spontaticous sup- 
portof the Republican party, and that the 
country might agree to condone and forget 
the errors of a former Administration in the 
hope of reforms based upon previous ex- 
perience and good faith In the future. But 
when these former scandals are supplemented 
by a desperate effort to force a third term 
upon an unwilling people, the experiment 
will be hazardous at the best. In case of 
failure, Gen. Grant will have forfeited in a 
large degree the high position and distin- 
guished honors he holds before the world, 
and he will then curse the very men as his 
worst enemies who are now goading him on 
to possible destruction in the hope that they 
may use him in the desperate event of suc- 
cess. 

A candid estimate of the chances of suc- 
cess with the third-term issue should prompt 
every man who is sincerely attached to Gen. 
Grant, and every man who heartily desires 
the triumoh of the Republican party, to use 
his influence and primary vote to put away 
an unpopular and hazardous Issue vnd there- 
by save Grant from false friends and save 
the party from the menace of defeat.

THE WARNING OHIO PRESENTS. 

We have elsewhere commended to all Re- 
publicans who have yet an opportunity to 
express their preferences as to the Presiden- 
tial nomination to make a calm and un- 
prejudiced estimate of the chances of suc- 
cess with a third term as the distinctive 
issue of the campaign. Failure will mean 
the personal humiliation of Gen. Grant, who 
now stands on the highest pinnacle of fame 
that can be reached in the American Repub- 
lic, as well as the transfer of the Govern- 
ment from the Kepublican party to the Dem- 
ecratic party. Neither of these possible re- 
sults.can be contemplated by any true 
Republican without inducing him to pause, 
hesitate, and reflect. 

It is not impossible that the people might 
overcome their hereditary repugnance to a 
third term in the face of great National 
peril. It is likely that such an emergency 
as an impending foreign war or the menace

At that time there were forty-nine Demo- 
eratic votes for every fifty Republican votes 
cast. A change of one vote in 4 hundred 
would have turned the scale in favor of the 
Democrats. So small was the Republican 
majority in the Ohio October election that the 
Democrats, further encouraged by their suc- 
cess in Indiana the same day, put forth still 
more desperate efforts to carry Ohio in 
November, and actually polled for Tilden 
$23,182 votes, or 5826 more votes than the 
Republicans had polled in October. The 
Republicans would have lest the State if 
they had not hada favorit son” of Ohio to 
work for, and, as it @as, they saved him only 
by the narrow majority of 7,510 votes over 
Tilden and 2.747 over Tilden and the “ scat- 
tering” opposition in a total vote of 659,771. 
The Republican majority was about one- 
third of 1 percent. The very next year the 
Democrats elected their candidate for Gov- 
ernor by a majority of 22,520, and the State 
was rescued from them last year, after a 
desperate struggle, by a majority of only 
8,352 votes over all opposition. A review of 
these figures warns the Republicans that 
Ohio must be struggled for in any event, and 

the Republicans can only enter upon the 
campaign in that Stateevith confidence under 
the most auspicious conditions. 

The loss of Ohio to the Republicans in 
October will denote the collapse of the third- 
term cause in the Presidential struggle. 
There will be no other State election to offset 
the moral effect of the result. The Ohio 
delegation will come to the Chicago Conven- 
tion without a single vote for Gen. Grant. 
Moreover, they will represent in the most em- 
phatic manner that the third-term issue will 
place the Republican party in terrible 
jeopardy in that State. 

What Republican who is honest with him- 
self believes in his heart that Gen. Grant, 
handicapped with third-termism, can carry 
the Ohio election in October under the condi- 
tions we have recounted? What Republican 
believes that Grant, as a third-term 
candidate, can be elected in November if the 
Republicans lose Ohlo in October? 

This is one of the features of the pending 
struggle to which every Republican voter at 
the primaries must give due weight if he be 
governed by an earnest desire for Repub- 
liean suceess.

THE TARIFF IN CONGRESS. 

The Committee of Ways and Means is still 
fussing and fooling around the tariff, and 
studying how not todo it. The Committee 
has consented to take the matter into pre- 
tended cousideration in the way of voting 
amendments to a skeleton bill. The Com- 
mittee, after refusing to report any bill redu- 
cing or repealing the tax on a few important 
articles, has undertaken to consider a larger 
number of smaller articles in a Dill hav- 
ing for its purpose the repeal of duties 
on an extended list of little things and a 
slight reduction of the present excessive du- 
ties on a more extended list of commodities. 

The Committee so far have put medicinal 


some maps, charts, music, and sumac, also 
cod-liver of} and crude petroleum, on the 
free list, as they all yield no revenue. It has 
also, so far, reduced the duty on type-metal 
from % to 10 per cent; the duties on cotton 
goods, which now range from 35 to 4 per 
cent, they propose to reduce to 90 per cent; 
on all wools, now taxed from 20 to 100 per 
cent, to 30 per cent, and the same rates on 
carpets and other woolen goods. The duty 
on steel rails is reduced to one cent per 
pound, and similar reductions on other iron 
manufactures. The tax on horseshoe nails, 
now five cents per pound, was reduced one- 
half; lead ore and lead goods to 30 per cent; 
copper ores, etc., to 26 per cent; brown earth- 
enware, 20 per cent; all other, 30 per cent. 
The Committee have yet a long list of items 
to act on before voting upon the bill itself. 

This may be called a mild modification of 
some bad features of the tariff. It simply 
touches a few of the glaring abuses, and 
while it leaves many in all their antediluvian 
barbarity, itis, even should the Committee 
allow the bill to get before the House, a gen- 
tle application of a weak homeopathic cor- 
rective, 

For some years the American manufact- 
urers of cotton goods have been bravely 
laboring to command the world’s trade in 
such goods, from which our general tariff 
had excluded them. They have been largely 
successful They have been to sell 
their goods in England and in other parts of 
Europe in successful competition with the 
English and other competitors; they have 
largely displaced the British cottons in 
China and other countries where the 
trade is great, and in due time 
will unquestionably command the great 
bulk of the trade of the world 
in cotton manufactures. That trade is capa- 
ble of unlimited expansion, and American 
skill, energy, and enterprise will undoubtedly 
accomplish its possession. While our man- 
ufacturers of cotton goods are thus able to 
undersell their British rivals even in the En- 
glish market, itis an absurdity to insist upon 
protecting them with a duty of 45 per cent. 
This Committee have only reduced this duty 
to 30 per cent, which, however, is a reduction 
of the prohibitory character of the present 
duty. One great difficulty of our American 
manufacturers of woolen goods has been 
that foreign manufacturers are able to buy 
all their wools and other materiais free of 
tax, while the American manufactur- 
ers have to pay a duty ranging from 
0 to 120 per cent on all their 
materials. This bill reduces the duty on 
wools to a uniform rate of 30 per cent, and 
places dyes and other materials on the free 
list. The passage-of this bill would be a 
great deliverance to the manufacturers of 
woolen goods in this eountry. It will enable 
them to obtain all their materials at greatly 
reduced prices, and to produce their goods at 
much less cost. There is no reason why this 
country should not produce woolen manu- 
factures for export just as well as it exports 
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the productions of the farm und of the dairy,

MISSISSIPPI VEMENTS.

W. etox, D. C., May %.—Representa-

PASSENGER AGENTS ON THE WAR- 
PATH. 

The General Managers of the various 
Western roads centering in this city will 
hold a meeting to-day for the purpese of 
taking into consideration the troubles that 
have lately arisen regarding west-bound 
passenger rates. The difficulties between 
the General Passenger Agents of the various 
roads have become so serious of late that un- 


less some decisive and energetic action is 


taken at once a genéral passenger war is 
sure to result. The principal trouble is on 
rates to points in Colorado. It is generally 
known that large rebates are given on tick- 
ets to Denver. This is done by selling to 
passengers to Denver tickets to Pueblo and 
El Moro. The rates to these points 
are the same as to Denver, and the passenger 
on arriving at Denver receives back from $3 
to $6 by returning the stubs from Den- 
vea to Pueblo and El Moro. Some 
of the roads are also accused 
of cutti the rates outright. The Rock 
Island Railroad, it is understood, has given 
notice that on and after May 9 it will with- 
draw from the Chicago agreement govern- 
ing passenger rates of lines in the South- 
— 2 Railway Association, basing its 
action on the ground that these rates are not 
included in the Kansas City agreement. 
This, of course, would disturb all the pres- 
ent arrangements, not only on Colorado 
rates, but also on those to Missouri River 


meeting to harmonize the conflicting inter- 
ests and get the Passenger Agents to make a 
new arrangement which will be more satis- 
factory than the present one, and thus avoid

REFRIGERATOR CHARGES. 

The General Freight Agents of the various 
roads leading east from this city held a meet- 
ing yesterday atthe Pan-Handle office for 
the purpose of considering the application of 
the extra charge made on goods carried in 
refrigerator-cars. At the time when the 
new classification went into effect orders 


were given that, where refrigerator-cars were 
used for carrying provisions and other arti- 
cles paying less than fifth class, an extra 
charge of five cents should be made. The 
freight agents differed as to the meani 
extent of the order. They did not 
what cars were classified as refrigerator-cars ; 
whether it only applied to the regular ice 
refrigerator cars or extended also to fruit 
and other cars in which ice was used. 

It was decided at — 4 meeting that 
the extra charge of five cents should apply 
to every car in which ice was used, different 
from an ordinary box-car. 


A NORTHWESTERN WAR. 

Mr. S. S. Merrill, General Manager, and 
Mr. W. C. Van Horne, General Superintend- 
ent of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway, were in the city yesterday. They

Mr. Van Horne 
also stated the new line would in due time 
be extended southwest from Cedar Rapids 
by the construction of proposed Cedar 
Rapids, Sigourney & Ottumwa Railroad.

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul has 
made lately very important accessions in 
Minnesota and Dakota, and unless the North- 
western bestirs itself it will soon find itself 
barred out from that section, or at least the 
most important parts thereof. It is reported 
that the Milwaukee & St. Paul has trans- 
ferred a large number of men from the 
Southern Dakota Extension to the 
Hastings & Dakota Road, which now 
terminates at Ortonville. From. this point 
the extension will be rapidly pushed along 
the east side of Big Stone Lake to Brown’s 
Valley, passing through one of the richest 
sections of the State. This sudden change of 
base gives rise to the conjecture that the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul has decided upon a bold 
stroke—that of heading off the extension of 
the St. Paul, 8 is & Manitoba Com- 
pany on the west side of Red River. The 
Southern Minnesota, which has just been 
secured by the Milwaukee & St. Paul, is also 
to be extended at once to Fort Pierre or 
Fort Sully, and the Prairie du Chien line is 
also being 10 — rapidly to the Black Hills. 
Thus the Milwaukee & St. Paul will have 
three lines to Dakota, while the Northwest- 
ern has but one, the Lake Kampeska line. 
The Northwestern, to get even with the St. 
Paul for its aggressiveness in West- 
ern Minnesota and Dakota, is trying 
to cut in on that line nearer home. 
It' has recently absorbed the Chicago & 
Tomah patrow Sange Road, running from 
Galena up into Southwestern Wisconsin. It 
is announced that the Northwestern will ex- 
tend this line as a narrow-gauge on to 
Dodgeville, Blue Mounds,- Middletown, and 
Madison, and the work is to be completed the 
present season. This line will run midway 
between the Prairie du Chien Division and 
the Monroe Branch of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad, and drain from both ways the 
business formerly monopolized by the St. 
Paul line. Having completed this new line, 
the Northwestern, it is said, will at no dis- 
tant day transform it into a standard gauge 
and connect with the projected line from 
Madison, via Jefferson, the Waukesha County 
lake region, and Waukesha, to Milwaukee, 
thus securing a line from Milwaukee to Ga- 
lena and Duluth by way of Madison. Besides 
this the two Companies are cutting into each 
other’s territory throughout Wisconsin and 
Minnesota.

HIsTORY OF POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

It is over forty years since Jérome Adolphe 
Blandul, son of Jean Dominique Blandul. a 
writer of some reputation on financial ques- 
tions, and a brother ot the notorious Commu- 
nistagitator, Louis Auguste Blanqui, having 
just succeeded to the Chair of History and 
Political Economy in the College of France, 


on the retirement of his master, J. B. Say, 
published a book in five volumes entitled 


“L’Histoire de Economie Politique ep 


ane Depnis les Anciens Jusqu’a nos 
ou 
thinkers and economists as a most important 
and valuable contribution to the literature of 
this great subject. By education and experi- 
ence, as well as by the zeal with which he 
had devoted himself to the study of com- 
merce, manufactures, and politico-economic 
questions, M. Blanqui was peeuliarly well 
qualified for the development of the plan 
mapped out when he ‘undertook this work. 
Few writers or Professors have displayed so 
great ardor and activity, or been distinguished 
by writings so marked by ability and far- 
reaching investigation. In 1860 the fourth 
edition of this work, in two volumes, was

published in France, and from this edition 


Miss Leonard has made the translation before 


us, It is a matter of surprise that an English 
version has been so long delayed, for the 
considerations « which induced Miss 
Leonard to undertake the task at 
resent would seem to have deen 
ually potent fifteen years ago. 
Blanqui’s history is the only existing work 
combining records of the more important 
economic experiments in the different parts 
of Europe from the early days of Greece and 
Rome down to the time when it was written. 
It is a monument of active research, close 
analysis, and clear statement of facts, in their 
nature somewhat dry and uninteresting. The 
history of many of these economic experi- 
ments was buried in rare documents inacces- 
sible to the average student. But the author's 
zeal knew no bounds. His record seems 
complete. He quotes chapter and page of 
his authorities. He isan enthusiastic ad vo- 
cate of commercial freedom, but has been in 
the main an impartial historian. He has 
written only the history of political economy 
in Europe. We join with the translator in 
the hope that Some one may be induced by 
the publication of this work to prepare a sim- 
ilar one embodying the principal economic 
experiments of the United States and Canada 


with their results, or, rather, to trace the. 


devblopment of economic principles in the 
world, complete the work whose scope 
Bianqui partially apprehended, and which it 
belongs to the economic philosophy of the 
future to carry to a successful termination.” 
Political economy and history are insepar- 
able: the latter furnishes the facts, while the 
former explains their causes and deduces 
the consequences from them. The history 
of political economy is but a summary of the 
experiments which have been made among 
civilized nations to improve the lot of man- 
kind. Sparta, Athens, and Ro me had 
their political economy, as France and En- 
land have theirs. Usury, excessive imports, 
tariffs, exorbitant charges for collecting the 
revenues, insufficient wages, and pauperism 
afflicted the old communities as well as the 
new, and our ancestors made no fewer efforts 
than we to get rid of these scourges. in the 
introduction by the Hon. David A. Wells he

—and accepting the definitions given as cor- 
rect—the history of political economy may 
be said to date back to the dawn of civiliza- 
tion. In its lessons and applications it has 
ever since constituted the foundation 
framework of every structure of progressive 
human society, irrespective of locality upon 
the earth’s surface or race-differences in its 
individual constituency.”

Veterinary Hygtene, LXXXVII.: Min- 
eral Nutrients—Their Necessity and 


May 8&—The various mineral constituents 
of the animal organism, or most of them, as 
a general rule, ocour in suitable proportions, 
and sometimes even in abundant quantities, 
in the food and water for drinking. The 
same, consequently, are but seldom looked 
upon as valuable and essential constitu- 
ents of food and drink for animals, 
and, with the exception of common salt, are 
hardly ever specially provided. Under cir- 
cumstances, however, sometimes some of the 
other mineral substances, too, are present 
only in insufficient quantities, and then it 
will be necessary either to give them in shape 
of medicine or condiments, like salt, or to 
provide them by adding to the common food 
some kind of food that contains them in com- 
paratively large quantities. Such will be the 
case, 1, if the soil is destitute, or almost 
destitute, of the organized mineral sub- 
stances in a soluble form,—for then the latter 
are not contained in the water, and 
cannot be taken up by the vege 
tation; and, 2, if the food given 
eonsists of such substances as are normally 
very poor in those minerals needed by the 
animal organism, or if the food is such as 
does not contain those minerals At all. For 
instance, nearly all the food poor in albumi- 
nous or proteine bodies is also very poor in 
mineral constituents. Potatoes, turnips, etc., 
may be mentioned as such kinds of food. If 
the soil is very poor in mineral substances,— 
for instance, nearly destitute of lime and 
soda-salts,—the vegetation, too, will contain 
only an insufficient amount, and plants 
which, u grown on another soil, contain an 
abundanee of minerais, may be almost desti- 
tute of them, or possess only insufficient 
quantities of the same, if the products of 


such a poor soil.

GRAFTING AND GRAFTING-WAX. 

A friend wants some suggestions upon the 
subject of grafting and Wax. This 
subject is someth which every horticult- 
urist should unde for you must make 
a tree good before you can have the fruit 
good. But it is rather late now ft. 
Any method that brings the bark of thé cion 
in contact with the bark of the tree, ties it 
1 covers with wax, will be successful. 
But if you have neglected this matter till 
now, better wait till the bark peels, and graft 
Othe “onli and wedge” grafting is perh 

e “sp ge” grafting is perhaps 
the best method. Ask any horticulturist to 
perform the operation once, and you will 
never forget it. 

For fting-wax we find the following 
recipe in last week’s Prairie Farmer. It is 
the composition that is recommended dy the 
Michigan Pomological Society: Take one 
pound each of resin and tallow, and heat 
them together; remove from stove after 
. and let cool until a scum forms; 
then add. one teaspoonful spitits of turpen- 
tine; replace on stove, add seven ounces 
of a mixture of two parts of alcohol and one 
part water, stirring briskly; take care the 
alcohol does not inflame, as it wilb if too hot; 
stir until of the consistency of honey; keep 
close, and use witha brush. If after keep- 
ing it gets hard, use more turpentine and al- 
cohol and water. It soon becomes hard and 
unchanged.
